Something of the snme opinion now 


comes from the mouth of Mr. Wells 
himself, a noted Englishman. 
He 


speaks of -Russia, and blames Lord 
Halifax, British foreign minister, for 
the fact that Russa, remains today 
'perilously close to the Berlin-Home 
axis. 


Says Wells: 


"The man I want to sec go is 


Halifax, the quintessence of what 
all patriotic English-speaking men 
should be afraid of. I have a feel- 
ing, bebig a British citizen, that I 
have never been so misrepresent- 
ed as by my present foreign min- 
ister.

"I should think if Halifax would 


make the peace it would be a very 
unsound one, because of liis re- 
ligious biiis against Russia. Rus- 
sia is absolutely necessary for 
any settlement of the war. Russia 
wants peace and does not want 
to spend her resources in war- 
fare." 


This is strange language, coming 


from an Englishman—but strange only 
because it isn't English officialdom 
specking.' We have great need today 
to consider official statements cau- 
tiously, and critically. 


While arming our own country we 


should keep one eye open to the 
diplomatic disaster which has per- 
mitted the whole world to be allied 
against us—remembering that if we 
arc the smart men we think we are 
we will find some way of dividing 
the enemy camp. As a matter of fact, 
we should hold our leaders account- 
able for eventually doing that very 
thing—and kick them' out if they 
fail. 


Armament sounds big, makes good 


radio talk—but it also has gcen, in 
times past, a cheap "out" for stupid, 
wordy diplomats.

Law Under Consideration 


The- answer to all these queries 


is that there is not now any "federal 
law on the subject, 


In the World War Congress passed 


a law which gave protection and 
relief to soldiers and sailors in the 
active service of the United Status. 


A bill congress is at present con- 


sidering is drawn very much along 
the lints of the set passed in the 
last great war. 


The bill has been favorably report- 


ed by 1119 Senate Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs and is now on the cal- 
endar of the senate. 


It is not of much value to go into 


the details of the bill as it is al 
present written, because it may be 
amended in vital parts during senate 
discussions and again in the house 
of representatives. 


Draft Boards Will Know 


The main thing for prospective draf- 


tees under the selective service act 
is to remember that the law-makers 
are trying to devise a way lo pro- 
tect them, so they will not be fin- 
ancially crippled by giving service 
to their country. 


They should watch The Star to see 


whether the bill becomes law and 
what its provisions are. Also Ihe sele- 
ttive service local draft boards will 
be given full information on the 
subject and will be able to give 
draftees full advice, as will 'the army 
officers who will lake change of the 
men inducted into service. 


Another moot point, which depends 


upon (lie form the law takes, is whe- 
ther men who do not wait to be 
drafted, but enlist now for one year's 
training in the army, will slso come 
under the scope of this legs] protect-

thundered up the Thames against Lon- 
don Friday afternoon and blasted vic- 
iously at a southeast coast town. 


British scources said the pounding 


of the unidnetificd coast town was the 
worst it had experienced. 


Eearlier in the same region, German 


coastal guns on the French shore 
picked a British convoy out of the 
murky dawn on the strait of Dover 
tind raked the ships with booming 
salvos. It was not disclosed whether 
the Germans scored any hits. 


Roar of the attackers coming up the 


Thames signaled the Nazis' return to 
the battle of London after the quietest 
night of the 27 days since the air 
seige on the capital began.

There Is 
no middle ground. Elijah asked the 
• people 'How long' -halt ye between 
two opinions?' He made an earnest ap- 
peal to the children of Israel in mak- 
ing .first ,of all an explanation of the 
false Gods, He brought to mind the 
goodness of God: to ward'the Israelites 
through all history and then he put 
the question,-'How long halt ye be-; 
tween two opinions?'"

Section 1. Amendment No. 29 to

Constitution

Section 2. Vacancies in the office 


of the United States Senator, and in 
»U elective state, district, 
circuit, 


county and township offices except 
those of Lieutenant Governor. Mem- 
ber of the General Assembly and 
Representative in the Congress of 
Unit«d States, shall be filled by ap- 
pointment by the Governor. 


Section 2. The Governor, Lieutenant 


Governor and Acting Governor shall 
be ineligible for appointment to fill 
any vacancies occurring or any office 
or position created, and resignation 
Jhall not remove such ineligibility. 
Husbands and wives of such officers, 
and relatives of such officers, or of 
their husbands and wives within the 
fourth degree of consanguinity 
or 


affinity, shall likewise be ineligible. 


Section 4. No person holding office 


contrary to this amendment shall be 
paid any compensation for his services. 
Any warrant, voucher or evidence 
of indebtedness issued in payment for 
such services shall be void. 


Section 5. The appointee shall serve 


during the entire unexpired term in 
the office in which the vacancy oc- 
curs if such office would in regular 
course be filled at the next general 
election if no vacancy had occurred 
If such office would not in regulai 
course be filled at such next general 
election the vacancy shall be filled as 
follows: At the next general election, 
if the vacancy occurs four months or 
more prior thereto, and at the second 
general election

AMENDMENT NO. 32

subdibision ad valorem tax; provided,

Luke's tiospel Is More Colorful Than 


Mark's, but Not as Direct, 


or Simple 


Text: Luke 1:1-4; Acts 1:1; Colos- 


sians 4:14; II Timothy 4:lla 


By WILLIAM E. CILROY, D. D.

From a quarter's lesson in studies 


with the poets and philosophers, we 
turn again to studies in "The Uni- 
versal Gospel," based on the Gospel 
of Luke. These studies will extend 
over a six-month course. 


The Gospel of Luke was not, as 


the writer indicates, the first of the 
Gospels to be w^tten. As Luke 
himself states, there had been others 
who had "drawn up a narrative con- 
cerning those matters which have been 
fulfilled among us" and the things 
that had been preserved by these 
writers from eye-witnesses. 


Why, 
then, did Luke undertake to 


write it? Partly because he had the 
advantage of all these records and 
could be ari editor and compiler in 
a way in which those who first set 
down the narrative could not be. 


Luke was a highly skillful writ- 


er, 
as, the descriptive 
passages of 


his Gospel show and as many vivid 
pages in the Book of Acts, which he 
also wrote, make clear. He may have 
had the belief that he was in a posi- 
tion to tell a fuller and more com- 
plete story, and that he could tell 


it with more color and vividness than 
his predecessors. 


There is about his Gospel a lack 


of the directness and simplciity that 
characterizes the Gospel of St. Mark, 
but Luke's story is fuller and more 
elaborate. We are fortunate in hav- 
ing more than one Gospel record in 
the New Testament. 


Each Gospel writer supplements the 


ethers, and it is in reading them all 
that we get the full impression of tho 
glorious events and an adequate con- 
ception of the Gospel that they re- 
veal. 


It is interesting to study and com- 


pare the four Gospels, and in the 
course of these lessons it will be in- 
structive to consider how much Luke 
publishes that the others do not. His 
Gospel is much fuller, for instance, 
concerning the early events in the 
life of Jesus as it is fuller in the 
story of the resurrection and post- 
resurrection experiences. 


Who was Luke? We do not know 


a great deal about him, except that 
he was a physician, the friend and 
for a time, the companion of Paul. He 
was evidently a faithful companion for 
while he s mentioned in the portion 
of our letter from Colossians along 
with Demas, there is a later refer- 
ence to Demas as having forsaken 
Paul, although he says that Luke is 
still with him. 


There is a note of steadfastness in 


Luke's Gospel and in the Book of 
the Acts. He sees events always in 
their 
largeness 
and 
full 
signific- 


ance. There is in all that he writes 
adequate 
perspective. 


He is not smply the historian, writ- 


ing down cold facts; he is the earn- 
est disciple, deeply moved by the.sc 
facts, with a sense of the reality and 
power of the Gospel that his pages 
are recording. 


Luke's Gospel was written for his 


friend, Theophilus, who may have 
been in Luke's mind the figure for 
any "lover of God" which the name 
Theophilus implies. In any case, Luke 
wrote for many millions more read- 
ers than he had in mind, and few 
writings have so enriched the world 
as has his Gospel.
